The democratic “ harmony’ caucus got 
well aiong with its work last night, ploked out 
a set of selections for the principal county 
offices, including Harry R. Gibbons -or 
sheriff, and then—Hearst bolted. 

The crash had been threatened for a dozen 
hours. The Hearst newspapers durfmg the 
day had threatened. editorially to move off 
the reservation, but the caucus proceeded on 
the even teRor of its way and adjourned at 
10 p. m. until today, when it will complete the 


‘slate for tomorrow's convention. 


All things looked peaceful and the favored 
candidates for the most part had sunk to 
slumber. It locked asif the convention might 
be as melodious as a song from Dixie land. 
The Hearst threats did not worry the leaders. 


Hearst Independence League Arises. 

Then suddenly, at 11 p. m., the Hearst 
Independence league held a meeting and re- 
solved unanimously to nominate a full con- 
gressional, legislative and “county ticket; 
the work of the organization to begin at once. 
The candidates are to be placed upon the bal- 
lot by petition. 

The nomination of Gibbons instead “of 
James J, Gray was denounced aga yielding 
to corporate interests as represented by 
Bryan's béte noir, Roger C. Sullivan. The 
temperature in the Independence league 
gathering grew hot and it was determined to 
Go as the Heast interests had done in New 
York—start an independent movement, 


Resolutions Show Program. 

The resolutions which set forth this settled 
determination are: 

‘‘ Whereas, The principles as recently an- 
nounced in the declaration of the Independ- 
ence league, in order to become of actual 
value to the general public, must be crystal- 
lized into action that will at least provide an 
opportunity for every honest man to voice his 
sentiments.

Professor Decries Tactics 
of Anthony Comstock.

CITES INCIDENT AT COLLEGE.

Thinks Children Should Be So Edu- | 


cated as to Avoid Prudery. 


New Haven, Conn., Aug. 7.—[Special.]—In 
a vigorous denunciation of Anthony Com- 
stock’s recent raid on art at New York, 
Charles Henry Smith, professor of American 
history at Yale university, said today the 
moral reform of the future could come by 
giving publicity to the thing Cometock was 
trying to supp-ess. He also held statues of 
human figures should be placed in publie 
schools, and familiarity with the appearance 
of the healthy human body should be encour- 
aged instead of forbidden, as is the case. 
Prof. Smith continued: 

" Official censorship is apt to change the 
normal desire for proper information into 
unhealthy curiosity, and in that and other 
ways @o more harm than good. The most 
successful way to fight, evil is to put good 
in ite place. For instance, Luna Park and 
Dregmland have cleaned up Coney Island. 
They have spcceeded where laws and police 
punisiment had failed. The best way when 
the case admits it is to change one’s atti- 
tude toward the practice, make {ft legitimate, 
and thus remove it from the category 2 

: 
Cites Yale Illustration. 

“ This has been done on a large scalein the 
changed modern attitude toward heresy or 
worship of God other than in the prescribed 
way. The greater part of thecivilized Chris- 
tian. world for a long time honestly believed 
this to be a crime and@ punished it as such. 

* A capital illustration of good government 
com@s to hand in the history of Yale college.

Favors Teaching Young. 

*Famillarity with the appearance of the 
healthy human body should be encouraged, 
instead of practically forbidden, as now. 
No matgrial structure is more worthy of 
general study and admiration. If well se- 
lected pictures and statues of the best hu- 
man figures could be put in our schoolhouses 
children would be led by their teachers to 
look upon and think of them in the right 
way and contaminating influences would 
have much less chance of doing harm than 
now is the case. 

‘“‘T firmly believe the successful moral re- 
form of the future will come along that line, 
For the present we have a general system 
of indiscriminate repression and suppres- 
sion which occasionally is brought to public 
notice by some sensational performance of 
Comstock’s. This system professedly ig 
protection of the childfen and purity of the 
home, but its natural and common result is 
to poison the foundations of life. 

“Competent physicians tell us the wide- 
spread physical and moral suffering re- 
sulting from the present policy of prevent- 
ing sex knowledge from being acquired in a 
legitimate way.”’

ON ISLAND IN ALASKAN SEAS. 


Revenue Cutter McCulloch Reaches Attu 
Island After Fight and Takes Twelve 
Japanese Prisoners. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 7.—A report of the 
killing of five Japanese fishermen by Ameri- 
cans and the arrest of twelve on Attu island, 
the westernmost of the Aleutian group, was 
made to the department of commerce and 
labor today by Edwin W. Sims, solicitor for 
the department, who ifs tn Alaska to enforce 
the law prohibiting all persons not citizens 
of the United States from fishing in Alaskan 
waters. The twelve Japanese arrested were 
taken by the crew of the revenue cutter Mc- 
Culloch, commanded by Capt. J. C. Cantwell. 

Acting Secretary of State Bacon inimedi- 
ately will communicate the report to the 
Japanese ambassador and will express re- 
gret that the Japanese poachers were so 
summarily’ dealt with by the Americans on 
Attu island. 

The cable dispatch from Mr. Sims does not 
make entirely clear the character of the of- 
fense of which the Japanese were guilty, but 
it does show that the officers and crew of the 
McCulloch were in no way responsible for the 
killing of the fishermen. an@that those who 


were captured were trespassers on American 
territory, having come ashore, probably to 
sait and cure their catch.

MOTOR TORPEDO BOAT SPEEDED 
TO PLEASE QUEEN ALEXANDRA. 


Smothered in Spray, She Stands Near 
Bow While New Vessel Is Driven at 
Fastest Pace. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

COWES, Aug. 7.—King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra, accompanied by the Spanish king 
and queen, today embarked on the new motor 
torpedo boat designed by the Yarrow firm, 
and made a trip to the Solent. While Mr. 
Yarrow was conducting King Edward over 
the vessel King Alfonso was buried in the 
engine room questioning the engineers. 

Queen Alexandra found the speed, which 
was then 22 knots, too slow. She said to 
the navigating officer: 

“Go as fast as you can without blowing 
up,’” but a moment after she added: “No, 
not while the king is on board.

Fictitious Notes Listed.

THE TRIBUNE'S informant declared that 
there Was no_amount on the list for more 
than $15,000, and that most of the items 
Tanged in the neighborhood of from $5,000 
to $10,000. In his judgment there were 200 
notes listed. 

The notes themselves were then looked 
up, with the result of corroborating the sus- 
picions raised by the memorandum. The 
Peabody note wae found to be four years 
old, and on the back were several indorse- 
mems of interest payments totaling $250 
in that time. These indorsements were in 
the handwriting of Stensiand. When the 
note was shown to Mr. Peabody he repudiated 
it at once, but declared the signature a clever 
imitation of his own hand. There was one 
cifference, however, to which he pointed. 
There was a period after the middle initial 
“SS” in his name as signed to the note. Mr. 
Peabody's genuine signature is innocent of 
periods. 


Many Signatures Forged. 


This discovery having been made, the in- 
vestigators felt there was no telling how 
much of the $1,008,000 of notes was spurious 
and steps were immediately taken to close 
the institution pending a therough Inquiry. 

Sufficient progress in the examination of 
the notes has been made to indicate that 
probably the whole amount represents direct 
thefts from the bank's funds.- So far as the 
inquiry has gone few absolutely fictitious 
names have been found. A large number 
of the signatures are out and out forgeries, 
but clever ones, at that. Some apparently 
were not intended as (forgeries, but 
“memorandum notes,’ by means of which 
Stensiand was enabled to spread out his 
loans to his own enterprises and keep with- 
in the prohibition against. loaning more 
than one-tenth of the amount of his capital 
to any cne person. The names on the 
memorandum notes are those of minor 
employvés and associates in the Stensland 
enterprises. 

Still another class of items on the memoran- 
dum appear to be notes which were once 
genuine and valid, but which were event- 
ually paid by the givers. In the case of the 
givers beirge employts or otherwise in the 
ecntrol of the Stenslands, the notes on being 
paid were no: taken up, but were left in 


the vow uncanceled to be listed ag arsets 
by thé bank examiners. 


May Involve Third Person. 


The work on the forged notes is consid- 
ered so expert that it is doubted that Stens- 
land could have performed it. The question 
therefore arises az to whether Hering did 
the work, and there is a suspicion in the 
minds of persons who have seen the notes 
that a third person is concerned in the plot. 

All of these loans were supposed to have 
been approved by the loan committee of the 
bark, which consisted of President Stens- 
land, his son Theodore and Director Kirkeby. 
The indications are, how ever, that President 
Stensiand handled the loans without the 
intervention of the two other membcrs of 
the committee. 

As to the period of time which these pecu- 
lations cover there is evidence that it was 
at least five and perhaps ten years. None 
of the notes listed on the memorandum bore 
eamifer dates than 1001, but there is other 
evicence that still earlier fictitious paper has 
existed but has been destroyed. One of the 
notations on the memorandum was to the 
effect that Stersiend’s shortage to the bank 
in 1901 wes $257,000, 


Theory of Guilty Partnership. 

One theory is to the effect that these rev- 
elatione of rascality indicate a codperation 
throughout between the two men, Stensland 
end Hering. Eleven years ego Hering was 
a clerk in Stensiand’s bark. Two years later 
he was promoted to the position of asristaut 
cashier, a post he heid for four years, when 
he Was made cashier. 

About ten years ago Stensland began to 
launch the real estate boom. He plunged 
Intec big speculations Incicent to the growth of 
Irving Park as a residence section, and he 
needed large amoun<s of money for the im- 
provements bs which he intended to attract 
residents. It is durirg these years when Her- 
ing was the assistant cashier that Stensland 
is betieved eliher to have begun cr enlarged 

iis operations in muleting the bank. 

There is evicence that Hering knew of 
Stensland’s thefts as long as five years ago. 
But Hering’s friends point to the fact that 
until recently he lived tn a most frugal man- 
ner and that his.penchant for the races in 
recent months could not account for sucha 
great amount of money as he would seem to 
have secured by a “ division of spolls."’ 


Flight of Bank’s President. 

In the opinion of one of the investigators 
Btensland continued robbery. of the bank 
until] heirealized that it wes hopeiess to make 
good the deficit. Either because of a troubled 
conscience or because.of fear of discovery he 
rerolved in his desperation to run away. 
Three weeks ago he departed apparently on 
@ vacation. saying he wes going to St. Paul. 
Tt is believed he has gone through Canada, 
east or west, and taken a vessel either for 
Europe or Japan. 

Whether Hering received a warning from 
Stensland that the jig was ‘up is a matter of 
speculation. If so, it was a late warning, 
for he did not leave Chicago until last Fri- 
Gay night. It is ecnceivabie that he knew 
nothing af the elituation until young Stens- 
land received the letter from his father. 


Woman Thought to Be Involved. 

That the bank president left Chicago witha 
woman with whom he has bren associating 
for months, and over whom he had a quarrel 
with his son Theodore last winter, is in- 
timated by the police. and is common talk in 
barroomes in Milwaukee avenue where Stens- 
land and his friends useé to drink 

The quarrel between the father and son was 
serious. Theodore thought his father was 
g0ing Wrong. and told him so, and when he 
found he could not petch matters up, he left 
the bank and started in the practice of law 
downtown. Before that it had been the hope 
of his father that he would succeed him in 
the bank. It is thought the trouble was over 
the sarne woman with whom he probably has 
gone away.

Police Take Young Man Into Custody 
When He Visits Chief Collins’ Of- 
fice—He Is Accused of Accepting 
Deposits Aftcr Knowing the Insti- 
tution Was Insolvent — Hunt in 
Vain for Fugitive Officer—Pinker- 


tons Join Chase, 


The status of the rulned Milwaukee Ave- 
nue State bank's affairs was made apparent 
by police activity yesterday. Chief Collins 
took personal charge’of the investigation 
along criminal lines, and in the afternoon, 
at the request of several bankers, who di- 
vulged the condition of affairs to the chief, 
warrants were issued for the arrest of 
Theodore Stensiand, son of Paul O. Stens- 
land, and vice president of the bank. Earlier 
in the day a warrant was taken out for Pres- 
ident Stensland. 

Young Mr. Stensliand was arrested in Chief 
Collins’ cffice at 4 o'clock in the afternoon 
when he called there to keep an appointment 
with the chief to discuss the whereabouts 
of his father and Cashier Hering. The charge 
against him was the same as that named in 
the warrants against his father—receiving 
money at the bank after he knew it was in- 
solvent. The warrant was sworn to by J. 
Phillip Straub, a Nquor dealer at 503 Milwau- 
kee avenue. 

Straub says he deposited $550 in the bank 
last Saturday morning, when Vice President 
Stensland was in charge of the bank. 


Young Man’s Movements Mysterious. 

Young Stensland’s movements during the 
day had been mysterious. He did not keep 
an appointment he had with Inspector Shippy 
at the West Chicago avenue siation :4 9 
o'clock. The police began to suspect some- 
thing was wrong when he called up the sta- 
tion and told the sergeant he had been de- 
layed home, but would be down in the 
afternoon. 

After this Inspect»br Shippy went down to 
see Chief Collins and E. A. Potter, president 
of the American Trust and Savings bank, 
and J. B. Forgan, president of the First Na- 
tional, were called in. Chief Collins asked 
them to tell him the exact truth about the 
bank and their idea of the complicity of the 
various officers. They advised that Vice 
President Stensland was subject to the same 
law as his father, and when Inspector Shippy 
produced his witness, who deposited money 
on Saturday, it was decided to issue the war- 

ant.

Vice President in Fear. 

Stensland had been keeping away from the 
bank because of his fear of the people. He 
had been advised to do this by several friends, 
and this was his explanation to the police 
for not going into the neighborhood of the 
police station. Mobs of women were waiting 
there to tear him to pieces, he told the police. 

When Stensland finaily appearéd in Chief 
Collins’ office he was confronted 
bank officials and asked a few questions. He 
was asked to show the letter from his father, 
which he had exhibited to Mr. Potter last 
Saturday morning, but said he had left it — 
home. The chief quietly called in- Detectiv 
John Tierney. 

‘*] will have to ask you to go along with 
this officer,”’ said the chief at the close of an 
unsatisfactory interview. ‘“‘ We have decid- 
ed to get out a warrant for you, too. Youcan 
arrange to get a bondeman now if you wish.”’ 

Mr. Stensland did not exhibit any emotion. 
He called Mr. Kern on the telephone and 
arranged to meet him at the justice court. 
He did not say a word against his father, 
but spoke of ciering in no friendly tones. 

“TIT am made the victim of prejudice and 
the desire of the police and the people to get 
some one to take vengeance on.”’ 

At the justice office Mr. Kern signed the 
bond, for $5,000. Justice Severson, a friend of 
the Steneland family, was unwilling to sign 
the warrant, but finally submitted, and the 
trial wae set for this afternoon at 2 o'clock. 

The police were told of a man who lost 
$5,000 through bad first mortgages. This 
man has not been found, but it is known 
that he found other men were on the point 
of foreclosing. This will form the basis of 
further prosecution if the elder Mr. Stensland 
is caught. 

No Trace of Fugitive President. 

No trace was found of President Stensland 
during the day.

AUDITOR TALKS OF CRASH 


DECLARES DIRECTORS SHOULD BE

Defends the State Examiners and 
Says They Found Milwaukee 
Concern’s Affairs Apparently 
in Good Shape on June 19, 1906— 
Thinks Failare Could Have Been 
Prevented if the Officers Had Been

The division of responsibility for the seem- 
ing ignorance of the Milwaukee Avenue 
State bank’s affairs between the state ex- 
aminers and the board of directors was 
much discussed yvesterday by men of finan- 
cial interest. The majority sided with State 
Auditor McCullough in a declaration 
the institution’s officials had been Yax ine 
their ditties. Director Marius Kirkeby, be- 
ing on the bank’s loan committee, is especial- 
ly blamed. It. was rumored that a warrant 
would soon be issued for his arrest. 

The state auditor defends Bank Examiner 
Cc. Cc. Jones, who made the last examination, 
Nov. 5, 1905, and W. A. Heath, who exam- 
ined the institution on Sept. 1, 1904. The lat- 
ter examination, he said, showed a healthy 
condition without irregularities, and the for- 
mir. gave no indication of insolvency. 

‘The total assets,’ eaid Auditor McCul- 
lough, ‘* exceeced $4,000,000, the cash reserve 
almost $1,000,000, the capital $250,000, and 
the surplus with undivided profits was $28z2,- 
000. There were only two excessive loans, 
and only $800'in overdrafts, with little paper 
overdue. . The last sworn statement ren- 
dered to the auditor's office on June 19, 1906,

BANK ALL IN VAIN 


Crowds Throng About Stens. 
land Institution While Po- 
lice Guard the Doors, 


SOME STAND FOR HOURS. 


Threats of Suicide and to Blow Up 
Building Made by Desper- 
ate Depositors. — 


With the first light yesterday morning the 
thousands of depositors.in the Stensland 
bank began to gather in Milwaukee avenue, 
and when the doors opened the line extended 
for a block down the avenue and two blocks 
around in Carpenter street. The failure of 
the bank to give the people any idea as to 
what they might expect aroused. a deeper 
feeling of rage than was shown the first day, 

‘I would like to get my hands pn those 
Stenslands,"’ said an aged woman who 
stopped on her way to market.” “I would 
tear their eyes cut.’ 

The clerks found a hostile sentiment against 
them even when they came to work, and it 
was with difficulty they worked their way 
through the throng unhurt. 


Run on Safety Deposit Vaults. 

The run on the safety deposit vaults was 
continued with intensity. Men and women 
knelt and prayed in the streets that their gold 
might be returned tothem. One woman, who 
stood in the throng all day, waiting for some 
sign of her $700, threatened to kill herself if 
she @d not get her money. Others were 
robbed as they came smiling from the safety 
deposit vaults, and many were arrested for 
fighting with the police on guard. One 
woman, it is alaimed, was: driven insane by 
her loss. 

The cry that the safety deposit vaults had 
been robbed by the bank officials was raised 
in the afternoon by this woman, who was 
thrust, disheveled, from he bank door, 
clutching at her bank book Und screaming. 
She was Mrs. Lydia Hermen, 24 Sangamon 
street. As she was hurried down the street 
her alarm started a panic in the line that ex- 
tended for blocks from Milwaukee avenue and 
Carpenter street. 

“ They have taken my money!’’ she cried. 
** IT had $150 in the box, and itis gone. They 
are robbers.’’ 

‘She is crazy,’’ said the police, who led 
her home. She calls home a dark room in 
the basement of the big tenement on Sanga- 
mon street. After she reached there she bar- 
ricaded the doors, clothed herself in furs and 
an overcoat, and taking a poker and other 
household, weapons, set herself to keep out 
predatory bank, officials. 

‘She has never been strong,’ said’ the 
neighbors, ‘“‘and when she found that her 
money was gone she became violent. She has 
money in the bank, but imagines it is in the 
vaults.’ ‘ 

Barbara Young, 25 Keith street, stood all 
Gay In the line, as she had stood the day be- 
fore. Her story was that every cent she had 
saved from four years of work in the West- 
ern Electric company plant was in the bank. 
that she had nothing with which to pay her 
rent, and was afraid to go home. 


Woman Threatens Suicide. 


“TIT will kil | myself if they do not give me 
my money,”’ she declared. She was not vio- 
lent about it, but a type of the homeléss and 
hopeless. Her remarks excited no attentién. 

A woman with a baby in herarms sat in the 
police station. She said she was Mrs. John 
Potiski at 312 Milwaukee avenue. This is her 
story: 

‘My husband died a year ago and left a 
little insurance. There was $300 keft in the 
bank. I have nothing left but the baby now, 
for they turned me out of the house when the 
bank falied.’ 

She tried to smile and said that the police 
were going to help her. 

“Sure we are,” said a big Irish policeman. 
“TI lost $400 myself, but I’m better off than 
you are.’ 


Prays for Return of Money. 

On the street corner a man with the beard 
of a patriarch knelt in the mud. With his 
eyes closed he raised his hands in supplica- 
tion and prayed: 

“ ©, thou God of my fathers, most merciful 
father, do not desert me now In this black 
hour. Take pity on thy servant, take pity.”’ 

His voice trailed off into a low cry. He 
was not mocked, but women followed his 
example, others crossed. themselves, and all 
the religions of the neighborhood came to 
the surface in that moment of appeal to 
some power above earth. 

This impromptu prayer meeting was in- 
terrupted by the shouts of a man being 
hustled down the street between two police- 
men. He waved in one hand a roll of ten 
and twenty dollar bills which he had drawn 
from the safety vault. The other fist was 
shaking in a threatening manner at the bank 
doors. 

‘Traitors to 
‘You traitors, 
blow up your bank. 
thieves.” 

He was arrested and gave the name of 
Louis Czarhiavenski, 864 North Ashland ave- 
nue. He said he had $1,000 in the bank still. 
He was released later on bonds signed by a 
man who had lost $3,000. 

A laborer was robbed of $700 which he’ had 
taken from the vaults. Mrs 
Milwaukee avenue and Haddon street, 
her pocket picked of $350.

LIGHT ON BANKERS DEALS 


REAL ESTATE AGENT TELLS OF 
IRVING PARK OPERATIONS. 


W. W. Wileox, Stensland Land Com- 
pany’s Agent, All Mort- 
gages Against Property on North- 
west Side Are Worth Their Full 
Value—Has Faith in Missing Pres- 
ident and Says He Thinks He Will 
Come Out All Right. 


——— 


Declares 


Walter W. Wilcox, who has acted as con- 
tractor and real estate agent for Paul O. 
Stensiand for the last two years, threw addi- 
tional light upon the banker's financial opera- 
tions yesterday. Just how much money has 
been loaned by the bank to assist Mr. Stens- 
land im his real estate operations is not 
known, but the amount outstanding is be- 
lieved to range between $150,000 and $200,000. 

The money was loaned, while not directly to 
Stensland@ himself, to his real estate com- 
pany. Wilcox says that Mr. Stensland au- 
thorized the bank to lend the money, which 
was secured by mortgage on lots in the Irving 
Park subdivision which Mr. Stensland was 
booming. ’ 


Thought Stensland Worth Millions. 

‘“*T first want to say that I always have 
had and still have the greatest confidence in 
Mr. Stensland,”’ said Wilcox. ‘“ IL have had 
business dealings with him fortwo yearsand 
could not suspect him of any crooked deal- 
ings.. I had supposed he was worth from 
4,000,000 to $5,000,000. 

‘The mortgages on Irving Park property 
are wellsecured. If I had the opportunity I 
could convert all of the mortgages Into cash 
at more than their face value.”’ 

Wileox estimated that the bank had ad- 
vanced the money for the construction of 
seventy-five houses. The loan om each house, 
secured by a mortgage on the lot on which 
it was constructed, ranged from $1,500 to 
&2,500. There were other improvements se- 
cured by mortgages, which made the total 
amount of the Paul O. Stensland & Co.’s in- 
debtedness to the bank probabiy $200,000. 

When the land was cut up into lots about 
five \ears ago there were SOOlots. Two hun- 
dred of these fots have been sold, the price 
averacing something over $1,000. The 600 
lots remaining range in value, according to 
Wilcox’s figures, from $1,200 and up for those 
facing on Irving Park boulevard down to $600 
for those which face on other streets. The 
property which has been sok is not yet paid 
for, the payments being such that it will be 
many years before their value can be re- 
alized. 

Business Deals Not Known. 

Wilcox did not know many of the details 
of the business in which he had been inter- 
ested with Mr. Stensland for two years. He 
said that probably nobody except persons 
closely identified with the bank presiderit 
knew whether he owned the Irving Park 
property. 

‘Everybody who bought a lot got a good 
deed to it, however,” he said. ‘“ His failure 
is not going to hurt this business in the 
least.”’

Several Chicagoans offered their testimony 
yesterday to Herbert E. Elliott’s rélatives 
and friends, who propose to start suit against 
the Graham and Morton company. Mr, 
Elliott, who lived in Elgin, was drowned 
Sunday afternoon while trying to board the 
City of Chicago, a Graham & Morton boat, 
at St. Joe, Mich. : 

The story of the Graham & Morton officials, 
that but two persons saw the man fall into 
the water, was disproved by the testimony 
of’ many passengers, not a one of whom cor- 
roborated Mr. Graham's account of the 
drowning. They said. Mr. BWiott was 
drowned in sight of fully 1,000 persons, in- 
cluding several deckhands and officers of the 
Mr. Graham insists that not an officer 
knew he had fallen Into the water until the 
steamer wasitwo hours out. 

A. B. Adams, Mr. Elliott's friend, who 
made an effort to eave him, encountered ob- 
stacles when he attempted to get the hames 
of witnesses. 


Corroborates Accotint of Drowning. 

Lilian Ey Marshall, 5321 Wabash avenue, 
who was on the boat and stood near the rail- 
ing when Elliott fell, verified Mr.-Adams’ 
earlier accotnt of the drowning in 
minutest detail. 

* Hundreds of passengers saw Mr. Elliott 
fall between the boat and the pier,’’ said 
Miss Marshall, “ and half a dozen deckhands 
were hauling in at the tow rope which he 
had seized. Every appeal to stop the engines 
or to allow any one of a dozen men who were 
ready to leap in the water to do so was re- 
sisted, and the man might have been a rat 
in the water for all the notice the officers 
took of him. 

“The captain and every officer of the boat 
knew immediately of the affair.” 

Miss Grace Jackson, 6334 Vernon avenue, 
and Miss Anna Cunningham, 857 West Erie 
street, told the same story. 

Mrs. D. J. Chamberlain, Mr. Elliott’s aunt, 
living in Bigin,. received two letters during 
the day from Chicago passengers on the 
steamer. Both writers said Mr. Diliott was 
abandoned by the crew and both offered to 
testify to this effect. In one of the letters 
Robert Wigglesworth, 878 Division street, 
wrote that he ‘“‘witnessed the drowning of 
Mr. Elliott without any effort on the part of 
the captain to prevent the accident by stop- 
ping the machinery.” 

Miss Marshall wrote the other letter. 


Say Docks Are Unprotected. 

Persons who have been at St. Joe and are 
familiar with conditions there called atten- 
tion to what they called the lack of protection 
at the Graham & Morton docks. Many ac- 
cidents have occurred there. On last 
Thursday a 3 year old child was crowded 
off the docks within a few feet of the spot 
where Elilot was drowned.

FIGHTS FOR DOG AS CHUM, 


PHYSICIAN TO START LEGAL CON- 
TEST FOR PET’S LIFE. 


After Submitting to Imprisonment 
Rather than Give Up Spaniel Which 
Snapped at Girl, Kansas City Doc- 
tor Retains Lawyers to Battle in 
Its Behalf—Will Carry Fight to Su- 
preme Court if Necessary, He De- 


clares, 


Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 7.—[Special.]—Dr., 
J. A. Horigan is demonstrating to the civic 
authorities that'a man can. be as loyal to his 
dog as a dog to its master, and those who 
know say the loyalty of a dog is boundlcss. 
gWhile all the dog catchers and a score of 
palicemen were searching the city today 
for his little, water spaniel, Dr. Horigan, 
with his attorneys, began legal proceedings 
which may not end until.the Supreme ecurt 
has deeided whether the dog will live or die. 

Dr. Horigan went to jail yesterday and 
paid a fine of $100 willingly rather than give 
up the dog, which was sentenced to be shot 
for snapping at the 8 year old daughter of 
T. A. Robinson. He was released from cus- 
tody after spending several hours in the 
lockup. Today Judge Kyle gave the physi- 
cian’s attorney five days in which to file a 
brief showing cause why the dog should not 
die. 

Will Save His Dog Somehow. 

That brief will be‘ filed in less than five 
days, for Dr. Horigan“can furnish a dozen 
reasons why his pet should not be executed. 
If his reasons do not satisfy the court he’ll 
save the dog somehow. 

“They can’t shoot the dog till they find it,” 
he said today, “and they won't find it if I 
can help it, until I've had a decision from 
the highest court in the country on the sen- 
tence.”’ 

Dr. Horigan is almost as devoted to his 
pet as it is to him, and he is determined to 
save its life at any cost. He will retain the 
best legal talent at his disposal to carry on 
the fight for ite life. * 


Dog Not Vicious, Just Dog. 

“He isn’t a vicious dog,’ the physician 
said, ‘‘ and he shall not be shot. Judge Kyla 
acted beyoi.d his authority in ofdering its 
death. The little girl-stepped on the dog’s 
tail.

Waterloo, Ia., Aug. 7.—[(Special.}—For the 
first timein years the nom‘nation for governor 
in an lowa democratic state convention 
has required more than one ballot to decide. 
In the convention today five candidates were 
voted for and:it took four ballots to nominate 
Claude R. Porter of Centerville. John D. 
Denison of Dubuque, one of the candidates 
for governor, was named for lieutenant gov- 
ernor by acclamation. 

The convention was strongly in favor 
of Bryan. Evergs delegate wore & Bryan 
badge, and the indorsement of him as a can- 
didate*for president in 1908 was received 
with great enthusiasm. 

After the address of Permanent Chairman 
Hamilton, the following cabiegram was sent 
‘to Mr. Bryan at Venice: 

The democrats of Iowa, in convention assembled, 
hereby extend to you their greetings and wish for 
you a safe journey home. 

W. D. JAMIESON, Secretary. 

When the delegates first reached Waterloo 
it appeared as if George W. Ball of lowa 
City would win. He had thé indorsement of 
Former Congressman Wade and the support 
of the Second district, besides scattering dele- 
gates*in other parts of the state. However, 
the discovery ,that he had voted while in the 
state senate for the Molsberry merger bill 
put a corporation tag on him, which not even 
Wade's eloquent plea in his behalf this after- 
noon could remove. ‘ 


Fail to Stampede for Boies. 


An attempt was made to stampede the con- 
vention to H. B. Boies of Waterloo, son of 
‘‘I'nele Horace’’ Boles, ‘but, owing largely 
to the fact that the district was not solidly 
for him, and there was a division among the 
Blackhawk delegation, he failed to make the 
showing expected. 

The adoption. of a platform containing no 
reference to the liquor question, and the 
nomination of a candidate for governor who, 
besides living in the ‘“Q reservation,” is 
known as a temperance man, marks a new 
era in. democratic politics in Iowa. It is 
even declared by we bers that the democratic 
party in Iowa m nse is the “ whisky 
party.”” Former State hairman Jackson 
declared: ' 

* The saloon vote of Iowa has gone to Cum- 
ming and even if we should nominate a 
brewer We seuldn’t get it back.”’ 


Weavers Hand in Platform. 


Gen. Weaver was largely responsible for 
the silence of the platform on the liquor ques- 
tion. He fought the liquor plank in the com- 
mittee on resolutions and though the repre- 
sentatives from several of.the “river dés- 
tricts ’’ pleaded. for it the committee finally 
voted it out and the convention indorsed its 
work by acclamation. 

The platform is as thoroughly anti-monop- 
oly and anti-corporation as could be asked. 
It indorses 2 cent fare and joint freight 
rates, opposes all sorts of discrimination, and 
takes the most pronounced democratic stand 
on the tariff question. 


BALLOONIST IS FATAELY HURT 
IN A DOUBLE PARACHUTE ACT. 


Thousands Witness Fall of Aeronaut at 
Utica, N. Y., When Umbrella, Col- 
lapses—Suffers Fractured Spine. 


Utica, N. Y., Aug. 7.—William Johnson, a 
balloonist, made an ascension at a street fair 
in Littke Falls today. In coming down with 
a parachute, the apparatus failed to work 
and Johnson fell upon the railroad tracks, re- 
e¢giving injuries which undoubtedly wil 
cause his death. £ 

Johnson went up toa great height and !t is 
estimated he was 3,000 feet high when he 
left the balloon to make what is called a 
double parachute descent. The first para- 
chute opened well and Johnson descended 
about two-thirds of the distance. Then he 
attempted to open the second parachute and 
descend the remainder of the distance with 
that. He discarded the first parachute, and 
as he grasped the handle of the second one 
the strings broke, causing it to collapse. 

Johnson shot downward rapidly and the 
thousands who were watching him were hor- 
ror stricken. He attempted to guide his de- 
scent so that he would strike the wires run- 
ning along the railway which climbs the cliff. 
He partially succeeced in this, but he went 
through the wires and fell to the bottom of 
the cliff, striking upon the railroad tracks a 
hundred feet below. His spine was fractured 
at the base of the brain. 


Duro, Spanish Aeronaut; May Be Dying. 

JEAN DE LUZ, France, Aug. 7.—Sefior 
Duro, the Spanish aeronaut, who recently 
crossed the Pyrenees in a balloon, is suffering 
from typhoid fever and is not expected to 
live.

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 7.—The ministry 
of the interior tonight issued a statement 
describing the strike as a complete failure, 
it having attained serious dimensions no- 
where except in St. Petersburg and Moscow. 
The statement says further that the factory 
inepectors are of the opinion that most of the 
factoriesrwill be working full strength before 
the end of the week. 

Emperor Nicholas is determined to settle 
the agrarian question according to the best 
judgment of his cabinet and order the elec- 
tion of the new parliament on this issue.

easy to condone the offenee. But I believe 
I am stating a fact when I say that in the 
anthracite and bituminous coal fields com- 
there are at all times not less than 


100,000 men out of employment. 

That is to say, the men under the authority 
of the United Mineworkers’ union, as well 
as those in the independent nonunion col- 
lieries, are far in excess of the number neces- 
Sary to mine all the coal needed in this 
coumtry. The output of the mines is far be- 
low their capacity. The miners themselves 
work ‘shorter hours than most workmen, 
They seldom put in much over four or five 
hours a day, whereas the breaker boy is 
obliged to work for nine hours and atareturn 
for hig labor which is lese for his whole day 
than the miner gets for a single hour of work, 
which is really no harder. 

The labor supply today im the coal mines 
everywhere in the country is in excess of the 
actual demand. The difference might be em- 
ployed profitably in driving out the boys al- 
together and putting men in their places, 
This would mean an increase in the wage ac- 
count, of course, but it could not have much 
influence on the price of a single ton of coal. 


Boy Cleans Fifty Tons a Day. 

Ih One of the breakers I visited here I was 
told that the average Gaily production was 
about 2,000 tons. They employed, they said, 
about forty slate pickers. This means that 
each of the boys was responsible for clean- 
ing an average of fifty tons every day. If 
the wages ofthese boys were doubled or more 
than doubled, amounting to about $25 a day 
for the operator, it would be hard for any- 
body but an insurance actuary to, figure out 
the additional cost of a single thn of coal 
at the mines. 

It seems to be only a matter of common jus- 
tice t ise boys, whom we expect to grow 
up into good citizens, to prevent their being 
employed under such distressing conditions 
and for such pitiful wages. The work is 
too hard for any one under 18 years of age, 
The employment of the boy is apparently 
an excuse, and nothing but an excuse, for 
a emall saving in wages. 

While men in the same mine are working 
only a part of a duy, the breaker boy has long 
hours and poor pay, merely on account of 
his age, and not at all because of his failure 
to do the work. His employment in the 
mines is unfavorable to the men themselves. 
They ought to be the first to see this and to 
insist that the legislature should fix the age 
of 18 as the minimum for employment either 
under or over ground im the coal mining 


usiness. 


Majority of Foreign Birth. 

As I have explained, most of these breaker 
boys are the children of foreign parents. 
They come. from people who are not only 
pitifully poor but who do not understand 
that in America the educated man has the 
whole world before him while without edu- 
cation he cannot hope to rise any more than 
in the old country. These aliens, who are 
pouring into this country, the Italians, Slavs, 
and people from the southeast of Europe, 
should not be permitted in their ignorance 
to sacrifice the future of their children and 
at the same time to take the bread out of the 
mouths of grown men. 

We may beable to put up with the wave 
of immigration, but we can only do It on the 
theory that the children of these peoplé 
will make good American citizens. They can- 
not be made good citizens if they are allowed 
to work in such places as coal breakers and 
the mines under ground at the time when 
they ought to be learning the things neces- 
sary to make good citizens and acquiring the 
physique which has made the American nota- 
ble among the nations of the earth. 

It would hurt no one to pass a law fixing 
18 as the lowest age for employment under 

und, and at least 16, and preferably 18, 
for slate picking in the breakers. Human.- 
ity to the boye and consideration for the 
welfare of the community seem to require 
@ radical new departure in this direction.

The case finally has been brought to the at~- 
tention of the United States authorities, and 
orders were iseued today that Roasi be visit- 
ed and examined by a surgeon of the Marine 
hospital service and a Syrian interpreter.

Miss Kate Harris Fractures Her Skull 


by Fall from Moving Trolley Ve- 
hicle and Dies of Injury—Several 
Persons Hart by Blowing Out of 
Fuse—Man’s Mangled Body Found 
on Track of the Grand Trunk 
Railroad, 


By falling from a Halsted street car yester- 
day afternoon Kate Harris, 20 years old, a 
domestic employed by C. U. Mann, 742 West 
Sixty-seventh street, was so badly injured 
that she dled a few hours later at the Engle- 
wood Union hospital, to which she was taken 
by the police, 

The girl, whose home is at Newton, Iil., 
was riding with her sister, Laura, and at 
Sixty-eighth street. in attempting to alight 
from the moving car, she fell. For three 
blocks the motorman refused to stop the car 
when requested by Laura Harris. 

When the car was stopped Miss Harris, with 
several passengers, returned to Sixty-eighth 
street, where they found the injured girl un- 
conscious. Her skull had beem fractured. 


Fuse Blows Out; Passengers Hurt. 

Several passengers on a Halsted street car 
were injured, three seriously, by the blowing 
out of a fuse under the motor box. The car 
stopped suddenly, and the passengers were 
thrown to the floor andstruck by flying glass 
from the shattered windows. The most 
seriously injured are: 

SEBASTIAN, NATHAN, motorman; head and 
face cut by flying glass. 

SWEENEY, MRS. MABEL, 23 years old, 6588 
Peoria street; probable fracture of left hip; cuts 
amd bruises about the head, face, and body. 

TELFORD, JAMES, conductor; head and face 
bruised. 


Man’s Mangled Body Found. 

The mangled body of a man was found 
on the tracks of the Grand Trunk railroad at 
Mount Greenwood. In his pocket was found 
a card bearing the name ‘Harry Goodman, 
182 Center avenue, Chicago, Ill.” A police- 
man who was sent to the house. learned 
Goodman left there early in the morning 
after telling a neighbor that he intended 
to commit suicide.

SOUTH TEXAS UNDER WATER; 
MANY DRIVEN-FROM HOMES. 


Colorado River Overflows Its Banks 
After Heavy Rains—Loss of Life Re- 
ported, but Not Confirmed. 


Fort Worth, Tex., Aug. 7,—Following con- 
tinuous heavy rains, the Colorado river has 
overfiowed its banks, submerging a large 
area and destroying $500,000 worth of prop- 
erty. It is reported that several lives have 
been Lost, but no confirmation of the reports 
has been obtained. 

Relief trains are cut off, telegraph and tele- 
phone wires are down, and the fate of the 
inhabitants of several isolated towns is un- 
khown. 

Five hundred persons are homeless at 
Brownwood. The water is standing within 
three feet of the high water mark of 1900. A 
strip of country thirty miles long by two 
to four miles wide is covered with three to 
ten feet of water. Railway tracks have been 
washed out for miles. 

Amarillo reports a severe electrical storm 
and has news that Canyon City, a spall 
town, was wiped out by a tornado and sev- 
eral people killed... The family ofa farmer 
named Riggs, residing four miles south of 
the town, were killed by lightning. Wires 
arg down in that direction and this report 
eannot be confirmed. 

Twelve inches of rain fell all over south 
Texas last night, causing all rivers to over- 
flow their banks. Relief trains were rushed 
out, but were unable to reach their destina- 
tions. Rescue parties in boats are going 
from house to house in the flooded districts. 
Telegraph offices here are besieged by 
crowds demanding news from the flooded 
district. 


NAVAL RESERVES SPEND 
ANOTHER STRENUOUS DAY. 


Sailing Practice and Fleet Maneuvers 
Executed by the Combined Forces 
Near South Manitou Island. 


South Manitou Island, Mich., Aug. 7.—The 
drill of the combined fleet of naval reserve 
vessels was resumed this morning with tacti- 
cal evolutions under oars. Twenty-six boats 
formed in columns of six. It soom was seen 
that the diversity of speed made precision im- 
possible and signal was made to make sail. 
Only sixteen of the boats were fitted with 
sails and these were of varying type and 
the morning’s ‘work resolved itself into sail- 
ing practice. 

At 1 o'clock ali of the vessels got under 
way and left the harbor in two sections. 
After three hours’ maneuvering at sea the 
two sectione were united with Wolverine as 
the flagship, and two hours more were spent 
in tactical exercise of the fleet.

The company deciared itself willing to 
@Mfiliate with the city in making any practical 
émprovements.
